The outline of.the policy which 
our Board,of Trade should adopt 
is clear. . The obligations of a 
board, ‘of trade’ consist in the 
advancement ‘of the town or dis. 
trict that it represents. In Trochu 
we require, above everything else, 
a railway. At least three railways 
possess charters'to run, and intend 
to run, from the north to Calgary, 
on the east side of the Calgary and 
Edmonton Railway. 'Two of these 
lines will pass between the C & E 
railway and the Red Der River. 
One of those lines the G.T P will 
be compelled to pass within two 
miles, east or west of Trochu. A 
little influence would induce the 
G T P to’bring their line into 
Yrochn. That is what the board 
of trade must accomplish ; it must 
bring the G T P into Trochu. 


_The condition of the Red Deer 
river ferry has been brought to 
our notice, and, from what we can 
learn, it should receive immediate 
attention. Owing to the fall of 
the water level the ferry is, appar- 
ently, difficult to approach, and ‘it 
would seem that some form of a 
slopiiig quay should be constructed 
in order to afford greater facilities 
to traffic in driving on and off, 


Tf this state of affairs was only 
temporary we should not be justi- 
fied in passing any comment, but 
‘considering that the level of the 
river will remain low ‘as ‘long us 
the ferry will be of any practical 
use this fall, we hive no hesitation 
in bringing the matver before the 
public atjention, If the deplor- 
able condition of the ferry: cannot 
be remedied then the idea of 
having a ferry at ull had better be 
abandoned and -preparations made 
to construct a bridge.

The dominion government has 
nothing to do with edneation.

Nothing 
but the reluctance of a despotic 
administration to give up anything 
in the way of control has kept 
these lands in the wrong hands up 
to now. This country is offiée- 
ridden almost to,death. The grip 
of Ottawa officialism on the new 
settler is such as to give the pre- 
vailing administration about a 
seventy-five per cent. lead in the 
chase of his vote. How desirable, 
then, that everything, even the 
school lands, should be used for 
the promotion of so worthy an 
object. 
And now the western govern- 
ments have rebelled and will ask 
that at least this small part of their 
assets be restored to them. May 
power go with them on their quest. 
Western Canada has been deprived 
by Ottawa of resources sufficient 
to make the whole dominion rich. 
Let us at least keep our school 
funds out of the maw of federal 
politics.—Calgary Herald,
